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1. A method of obtaining a fibrinogen enriched preparation, the method, 
including the following steps:-

(ii) extracting fibrinogen from the fibrinogen containing precipitate from 
step (i) with a solution containing at l^ist 0.1 M, and preferably at least 0.2M, 
10 salt to obtain a fibrinogen enriched preparation.
